DISTRICT No. 1. 
ALEXANDER M. BALLov, Prudential Committee. 


Two terms, taught by Miss Mabel E. McQuestion. Miss 
-McQuestion is a careful, thorough teacher, but needs more 
firmness and discretion in discipline,in order to teach a 
large school successfully. The summer term passed off 
pleasantly, and the school made good improvement. The 
winter term did net prove to be quite as harmonious as 
could be desired, consequently the greatest amount of good 
could not be secured. Writing was wholly neglected. If 
something could be done to lessen the irregularity of at- 
tendance in this school, a teacher could work to far t Breese 
advantage. Number of visitors. 37. 


DISTRICT No. 2. 
CHARLES ©. Grant, Prudential Committee. 


Two terms, taught by Mrs. Carrie M. Eastman. This 
school showed a marked improvement in reading and writ- 
ing, especially the younger ones. The primer class an-. 
swered two hundred and thirty questions in geography. 
There are two scholars in this school that are second to 
none in town of the same age. Number of visitors, 42. 
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DISTRICT No. 3. 


WILLARD GRIFFIN, Prudential Committee. 


Three terms. The two first terms were taught by Miss 
Anna L. Plumer, who was a teacher of considerable ex- 
perience, and I judged her well adapted to the position she 
occupied. She seemed to me, not only able to impart in- 
struction, but also able to govern. The-second term closed 
somewhat suddenly on account of the illness of the teacher, 
and I did not have the privilege of visiting it at its close. 
The school appeared well at my visit at the commencement. 
The small class in oral geography learned two hundred 
questions from the map of the United States. Number of 
visitors, 20. 

Third term, taught by Mr. Fred W. Oakes, of Lawrence, 
Mass. This was Mr. Oakes’s firstattempt at teaching, but 
experience will make him a good teacher. He was thor- 


oughly interested in his work, and the scholars were taught ° 


not only to commit to memory the lessons of the text-book, 
but to think for themselves. 

This school stands the highest, in point of scholarship, of 
any in town. ; 


DISTRICT No. 4. + 


FrAaNK HK. WELLS, Prudential Committee. 


Two terms, taught by Miss Mabel E. McQuestion. Miss 


McQuestion has taught in this district acceptably for four 
consecutive terms. The school was quiet and orderly ; 
some of the classes made good progress. Those in the 
first and second readers answered correctly one Hundred 
general questions. Number of visitors, 44. 


DISTRICT No. 5. 
Henry P. Woop, Prudential Committee. 


Two terms, taught by Miss Alice M. Chesley. Miss 
Chesley advanced some very original ideas in teaching, 


» 
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which, in my opinion, were not successful. The primer 
class, fourteen in number, advanced rapidly. Some of the 
older pupils showed the results of earnest effort on their 
part, which would have been attained with greater ease if - 
the school-room had been kept more quiet. At an enter- 
tainment given by the teacher and scholars at the close of 
the summer term, a sufficient sum was realized to purchase 
a clock, desk, and chair, which prove to be a great addi- 
tion to the comfort and convenience of the school-room. 
Many thanks are due Miss Chesley for her zeal in the en- 
terprise. Number of visitors, 27. 


DISTRICT No. 6.

One term, taught by Miss Florence EH. Truell. Miss 
Truell conducted the school with ability and did good work. 
This district has done all that could reasonably be asked, 
for the benefit of its scholars. The school-house has 
been repaired and the school-room supplied with the most 
approved school furniture, an evidence that the parents 
consider the health and comfort of the children worthy of 
consideration. ‘There are several other school-rooms in 
town that need repairing and reseating. Number of vis- 
itors, 10.

First term, taught by Miss Eva C. Eastman. The term 
was short, but good progress was made for the time. This 
was Miss Eastman’s first experience in teaching, and she 
succeeded well.”

Second term, taught by Miss Mary C. Chandler, a pis 
uate from a Massachusetts State Normal School. The 
scholars were very orderly and prompt in their recitations, 
and made excellent improvement. Miss Chandler evinced 
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an aptness for the duties of the school-room which other | 
beginners who have had no special training for their work 
acquire only by experience. Number of visitors, 14.

First term, taught by Mrs. Mary G. Richardson. The 
scholars of this school are all young, and the teacher con- 
sequently was in her element. It was a treat to visit her 
school. The primer class answered correctly one hundred 
and fifteen general questions. - Cora Abbott, six years old, 
repeated the whole multiplication table. There was not a 
tardy mark for the term, and but one scholar was absent. 
Every family in the district was represented at the eh ne 
examination. Number of visitors, 51. 

Second term, taught by Miss Alice M. Webster. Miss 
Webster was a teacher without any previous experience, 
but who gave good satisfaction to the district. The school 
made good improvement. The primer class learned ninety- - 
three additional questions. Number of visitors, 16. .

CONCLUSION. 


Upon taking a retrospective view of our schools, I am 
inclined to think that there has been some improvement 
from Jast year. In some of our schools there has been a 
decided gain, while in others, the ill feeling among the citi- 
zens of the district, engendered at our school meetings 
and carried into. school matters, has in several instances 
detracted very much from the success of the schools. 

The registers still show a great irregularity in the attend- 
ance of the scholars. The occasional absence of a scholar 
prevents him from obtaining a thorough knowledge of the 
studies pursued, or the whole class with which he is con- 
nected must be kept back. Nothing but the most urgent 
necessity can excuse their frequent absence from the school- 
room. | 

In regard to text-books, I have secured a uniformity of 
arithmetics and spellers in all the schools, and the readers 
are nearly so. I will also state in this connection, for the 
benefit of my successor, that there are in use, in the eight 
districts, the following different geographies: Warren’s, 
Harper’s, Guyot’s, Swinton’s,and Cornell’s; and in one 
small school 1 found three different geographies of the 
same grade, thus making three classes where, if the books 
had been alike, there would have been only one. There 
are also in use in the schools five different grammars. 
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Under the present school system there seems to be no 
pleasant way of correcting this evil. 

Of the eight different prudential committees in town, I 
find the names of only two in the lists of visitors. I think ~ 
if any of them had hired some one to do any other kind of 
work but teach school, they would have found time to have 
‘looked after them, at least once in the course of the season. 

There is one other suggestion that I would like to offer 
for the consideration of the voters of the town. The town 
is now nearly, or quite, out of debt, and if the sum of two 
hundred dollars, in addition to what the law now requires, 
could be appropriated for the use of the schools, and be 
divided equally among the districts, it would be, in my 
opinion, a wise and judicious investment of the town 
funds. Ihope all those who are interested in the cause of 
education will give the matter careful consideration; and, 
what is still more to the purpose, if the opportunity be 
given, to vote for it. 

To the teachers we would say: However much we may 
differ in our viewsas to what are the essential branches to 
be taught in our public schools, and as to the relative 
importance of those branches, it must be conceded that, if we 
know what forces shall act upon and influence our pupils 
when they leave school, we must prepare them to meet and 
command such forces to their own advantage. The least 
‘that can be asked, as a result of the work of the teacher 
in our public schools, is, that pupils when they leave 
school should be able to read a newspaper i: telligently, to 
write legibly, and to have sufficient knowlege of arithmetic 
and the English language for the needs of common life. 
_ Drilling a child for days, and sometimes even weeks, upon 
the same reading lesson, does not teach him. to read 
correctly, fluently, or intelligently. 

As arithmetic seems to be about the only thing that is 
taught in a practical manner, there is probably a greater 
proportion of people, both in school and out, who are able 
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to apply the rules with promptness and accuracy. Geogra- 
phy is not applied sufficiently to every-day life. Scholars 
should never be allowed to pass over the names of any 
place in their reading or work, anywhere, which they are 
are not able to locate. 

-The history of the county and state should also receive 
its due share of attention, and especially the living history 
that is presented in the daily papers, so that pupils will 
form a desire to know the events that are transpiring, not 
in this country alone, but throughout the world. It is as 
necessary to have an intelligent idea of these things for 
every-day work as it is for a mechanic to have good tools ; 
for such things constitute means which men and women 
in business or society must have, in order to become useful 
or successful in life. 

These things should receive the serious attention of those 
already in charge of our schools or about beginning the — 
work of teaching. 

That too much work is often expected of a teacher we 
know ; and that too often parents not only expect but de- 
mand that the school shall not only supplement, but shall 
supply, the training that is their own legitimate work, we 
know; but that, after all, is only an additional reason why 
the conscientious teacher should always remember that she 
is the example that the little ones under her care will fol- 
low, that she at least should be careful that only good seed 
is sown, with patient care, whether she ever sees the har- 
vest or not. Somebody will reap the fruits, and the world 
is always made better by good honest work.
